Manchukuo Described 
In Detail 

CHINA EVOLVING 



Contrast Between Oriental 
.And Occidental Civiliza- 
tion Noted 

A new China is evolving from that 
age-old civilisation— and such a change 
must cover many, many years, declar- 
ed T. - G. Tumbull, speaking at the 
Mechanics Institute last night. Mr. 
Tumbull, who has travelled extensive- 
ly in the Orient, and who is at present 
recovering from an Illness contracted 
there, delivered an illustrated lecture 
on his travels. 

He first discussed, the relationship 
between China and Japan. China, he 
said, although conquered many times 
by different peoples, has always sur- 
vived, and assimilated her conquerors 
eventually. The Chinese, he said, are 
an extremely ancient people, with a 
civilisation comparable to ' any the 
world has ever produced. ' 

Common Ancestry 
Japan, he claimed, is inseparably 
linked to Ohtoa through a common 
ancestry, both natiOQsj|^w^g been 
founded by the samllmSR^As early 
as 618 A.D. Japanese sent envoys to 
China, to report on and bring back, 
some of the Chinese culture. As a re- 
sult, the Japanese language is derived 
from Chinese.' 

Japan, unlike China, borrowed a 
great deal of Occidental culture. Hiey 
a<»u^gd|a knowledge in a few years 
wmraWlne western world had taken 
yeais to build up. From Brltato she 
borrowed ideas of a navy,, and became 
a naval power. From Germany, she 
borrowed military organisation, and
